McGill University's student residences: more expensive living.

"Soaring costs plus a disas- 
trous summer of special group 
booking has caused rate in- 
creases of between 20 and 25% 
at McGill's residences," said 
Charlie Reynolds, Business 
Manager for the Co-ed Resi- 
dences. 

At Royal Victoria College 
(RVC), the hikes were compar- 
able, the fee for a room and all 
meals rising from $1440 last 
year to $1800 this year without 
two of the weekend meals. 

The cost increases, accor- 
ding to Reynolds, stem from 
three key areas; food, physical 
plant, and labour. 

"Food alone has risen 15%, 
physical plant 40%, and while 
the wage increases are still un- 
der negotiation between McGill 
and the Service Employees 
Union, one still has to contend 
with the 16.5% cost of living 
raise that McGill has given its 
employees," Reynolds said. 

"The problem with the cost of 
living increases," said Dr. 



Donna Runnalls, Warden of 
RVC, "is that the residences are 
self-supporting institutions, so 
while McGill can offer increases 
and still be subsidized by the 
provincial government, we have 
no choice but to make up the 
loss by charging higher rates." 

Both managers agreed that 
the lack of revenue from sum- 
mer rentals also added to the 
increase. 

"The combined residences, 
with a capacity of 1000 rooms, 
had little more than 35% occu- 
pancy throughout the summer. 
This is only enough to pay the 
bills and keep the staff on," said 
Reynolds. 

"However,", he added, "if the 
residences had 65% occupan- 
cy, we would generate about 
$300,000 in net profit and give 
each student a subsidy of 
$300." 

According to bpth Dr. Run- 
nalls and Reynolds the office 
responsible for providing the 
necessary bookings is the Con-

Mac students forced into inferior facilities

Macdonald College will def- 
initely split' its campus with 
John Abbott CEGEP, Macdon- 
ald Students' Society president 
Grant Maclean said yesterday. 

The campus, which houses 
the Faculty of Agriculture, is 
now waiting fora decision from 
the Quebec government as to 
when to start the move. "The 
call could come-tomorrow or it 
could come in January or Feb- 
ruary", he said. 

The plans for reallocation are 
to be implemented along lines 
outlined in the Kingdon Report, 
proposed by G.S. Kingdon, 
Director of Physical Resources 
at McGill. Entitled "The Impli- 
cations of Joint Use of the Ste. 
Anne de Bellevue Campus by 
McGill University and John Ab- 
bott College, the plan will 
divide the campus, with Mac- 
donald renting its core area to 
John Abbott CEGEP. 

The plan was hotly opposed 
by the vast majority of the 
student body and faculty. "Mc- 
Gill has always put the inte- 
rests of John Abbott first" said 
one faculty member. "Accord- 
ing to the Kingdon report, they 
would have the core campus 
and the surplus would go to 
McGill. There is not enough 
space for both of us. No one is 
opposed to sharing space, but 
- we shouldn't be pushed into 



the chicken coop area" he 
added. 

Although McGill's Board of 
Governors had voted for the 
plan last winter, opposition 
from David Stewart, legal heir 
to the Macdonald fortune, prov- 
ed temporarily effective In pre- 
venting the move. 

Last April, Stewart wrote a 
letter to the Board of Governors 
outlining the reasons for his 
opposition while describing the 
actions he would take if the 
move were implemented. Stew- 
art apparently changed his 
mind, however, after meeting 
with members of the Board of 
Governors and with Quebec 
government representatives 
last May. "Sentimentality" was 
cited as Stewart's reason for 
holding out. 

The plan originally included 
the use of the Centennial Cen- 
tre, the student-funded student 
union building, for administra- 
tive offices and possibly the 
sharing of its facilities with 
John Abbott. 

Maclean, however, explained 
that there was no John Abbott 
representative on the Centen- 
nial Centre committee, so the 
CEGEP has no say In the 
building's management. There 
were plans to make it the 'real 
hub' of the campus, said Mac- 
lean. Eventually, it would 



house athletics offices, Man- 
power, a post office, and other 
Macdonald student activities. It 
presently houses a lucrative 
snack bar dependent on John 
Abbott students, and there is 
no hurry to replace it with 
activities. 

Macdonald was losing 
$650,000 a year, a deficit that 
according to Professor Dale 
Thomson, Vice Principal of 
Planning, will be eliminated 
when the move takes place. 

In an Interview with the Daily 
last spring, Bob McLelland, 
Internal Vice-President at Mac- 
donald, was asked why the 
students didn't resort to stron- 
ger measures to protest the 
move. "There are no militant 
groups here to organize effec- 
tive opposition" he replied. 
"Out here, we favour a reason- 
able approach". 

Said another student: "That's 
what you get when you rely on 
someone else to do your fight- 
ing for vou -"

ActionpresidenI 
Andrew Yearwood

The new improved action 
exec has noisily installed itself 
in the Students' Society Of- 
fices. President Andrew Year- 
wood, Internal V-P Robert 
Amato, and External V-P 
Kyriakos Matziorinis all took 
time out of their busy sche- 
dules to tell the Daily how busy 
they were. 

"Some nights we're here until 
two, three in the morning," said 
Yearwood. This was confirmed 
by Amato and Matziorinis. 

Students may well ask what 
the Executive does at two in the 
morning. One of the major 
tasks that Mr. Yearwood set 
before him in his campaign was 
the upkeep and renovation of 
washrooms in the student 



union, but, as this was 
accomplished by his predeces- 
sor, It is highly doubtful that 
the new prexy will spend his 
early-morning hours with mop 
and pail. 

Observant students will not- 
ice lots of changes in the Union 
building. Typesetting, for ex- 
ample, has moved to B23-24 and 
B26-27. The Daily will soon 
move to Radio McGill. Radio 
McGill has moved to the Great 
Insound in the Sky. 

The action exec promises a 
"new look" for the cafeteria. 
The action exec promises a new 
450-seat pub, complete with 
potted palms, to be finished 
sometime this year. The action 
exec promises a European 
Coffee Bar, a games room, two 
new student lounges, and yet 
another resurrection of the 
ever-popular "E-Z Ripoff" TV 
Lounge. 

The Executive is eager for 
suggestions and criticisms 
from the student body. Year- 
wood stressed the importance 
of involving Student Councilors 
in Union affairs as the only way 
to decentralize authority in the 
Society. He points out that the 
Students' Union will cease to 
exist if it cannot respond to 
problems affecting students of 
all Faculties. 

Yearwood "s concern and 
frustration over the lack of 
daycare facilities at McGill, for 
which he blames Quebec for 
refusing to provide funding, is 
also indicative of where his 
concern lies. Here the action 
exec claims impotence, but it is 
to be hoped that the areas in 
which they find achievement 
most difficult now will see the 
• greatest concentration of their 
efforts in the year to come. 

On the academic plane the 
action exec promises Students' 
Society initiation of course 
reform committees, caucuses 
for student representatives on 
Senate committees, an active 
McGill role in the Association 
Nationale des Etudiants du 
Quebec (ANEQ), and a full- 
scale conference on the future 
of higher education. 

How do they do it? How is all 
that action crammed into three 
ordinary students? 

These three students— Year- 
wood, Matziorinis, and Ama- 
to— have learned the secret 
behind many successful men 
and women: action for action's 
sake. Stated another way, "It's 
not what you do, it's how hard 
you make it look." 

In order to use action 
effectively, all three executive- 
types have developed a set of 
"actionploys"— ways of main- 
taining an action-oriented 
Image. The ultimate goal is to 
eliminate thought and make 
every action a reflex action. 
Actionploys have action 
names. 

President Andrew Year- 
wood's two favorite actionploys 
are called "Spokesman" and 
"Neatness." 



As "Spokesman" for the 
Students' Society, the Execu- 
tive, the student body, or 
whatever else he is called upon 
to speak for, Yearwood can 
criticize himself while really 
blaming others. The criticism 
makes it look like he is aware of 
the situation while the blaming 
of others gives the impression 
that there's not much he can 
do. 

Yearwood told this reporter 
that one of his main tasks in 
running the Students' Society 
was "making sure that everyone 
did his job." In this way the 
President's actionfactor gains 
not through his diligence but 
through the inaction of his 
subordinates. 

"Neatness" encapsules Year- 
wood's desire to "straighten up 
the mess in the office." 
Evidently the Students' Society 
files are in raucous condition 
and although "the basic struc- 
ture of the Society is sound, 
too much confusion is caused 
by the messy filing system. 
File-straightening generates 
lots of action and messy files 
provide lots of scapegoat 
potential. 

Kyriakos Matziorinis is the 
most articulate of the action 
exec and it is he who is the 
most interested in academic 
affairs. He uses these qualities 
to full advantage In the 
actlonploy, "Intangibles." 

"Intangibles" is mainly 
talk— lots and lots and lots of 
talk about concepts, ideas, 
principles, and the like. Kyria- 
kos can talk about ANEQ being 
a power but. not about ANEQ 
becoming a power. The mediat- 
ing steps between the idea and 
the reality lie outside his 
purview. 

Although his head seems to 
be in the clouds his heart is in 
the right place, and if he 
succeeds in doing anything he 
will be the first External Vice- 
President to do so. 

The best is saved until last. 
Robert Amato is the embodi- 
ment of actionthought. As 
Internal V-P he is the only 
member of the exec constantly 
being asked or told to do 
things. His successes and 
failures are highly visible— if 
anyone is looking. 

The secret of successful 
Internaling as practised by 
Amato, is to keep everyone off 
guard with a sophisticated set 
of actionploys, leaving him free 
to do what he wants when he 
wants to do it. 

Ploy number one: "Fearless 
Fosdick," or "Shoot first, ask 
questions later." This is an old 
ploy by which one presents a 
ratifying body (e.g. Students' 
Council) with a fait accompli 
(e.g. a signed contract) and 
asks for its approval. 

Amato's most brilliant and 
original actionploy is called 
"Countersign." According to 
.this ploy, nothing can be done 
by Amato without written 
permission of somebody else. 



This protects him from accusa- 
tions of do-nothingism and 
accusations of high-handed- 
ness while allowing him to be 
high-handed and still do noth- 
ing. 

An example: construction on 
the new Daily offices stopped 
in the middle of last week for 
no apparent reason. When 
inquiries were made, the Daily 
was informed that construction 
could not continue until Amato 
received a letter from the Daily 
editor informing him (Amato) 
that the Daily would, in fact be 
moving. 

"Countersign" works so well 
because of its selectivity 
factor. Since its ultimate basis 
is utter nonsense it can be 
applied for any reason whatso- 
ever or not at all. When applied, 
"Countersign" supplies its own 
actionexcuse for failure: the 
popular "my hands are tied" 
with its bit-chafing implica- 
tions. 

• Amato, like any other power-, 
ful person, can be "Mr. Nice 
Guy" when he does special 



favours for you. But this goes 
hand in hand with "Mr. Mean." 

"Mr. Mean" makes menacing 
threats which he has no 
intention of carrying out. 
Amato let it be known this 
summer that all clubs and 
societies would see their 
budgets cut 50 per cent. A 
ridiculous boast, perhaps. But 
it enables "Mr. Mean" to 
eliminate heroically, a crisis of 
his own making. 

If the executive truly sees its 
major tasks in fields like 
daycare and student participa- 
tion in academic policy, more 
than actionthought is required. 
They will have much hard work 
to do and little time in which to 
do it. As they say In Time 
Magazine, "the honeymoon is 
over," and it is up to them to 
<prove that they will put more 
effort into the serious side of 
their jobs than previous execu- 
tives have. As long as they do 
this their much-needed campus 
support may return. But the 
amount of support decreases 
with the rise of actiontalk. 
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Enjoy Southern 
Comfort, smooth, 
sweél satisfaction 
from the South.

Advertisements for ourselves 



Yesterday the Daily received an advertise- 
ment from the Alouettes football club inviting 
"single girls between*18 and 22" to enter the 
Miss Alouette contest of 1975. The Daily has 
decided not to publish this advertisement 
because the ad is sexist in content and 
approach, and would exploit the contest's 
winner as an unpaid public relations agent for 
the team. 

The rationale behind this policy holds for any 
ad considered to be sexist. Sexist advertising, 
the Daily maintains, is any advertising In which 
the text, graphics, or product unneccessarily 
differentiates between men and women, by 
portraying them 'in stereotyped social and 
sexual roles. 

The Dally does not conslder itself a guardian 
of public morals, nor it its action a form of 
censorship, but there is no such thing as a 
"right to advertise." On the contrary, the right 
of a publication to refuse advertising. Is one of 
the mainstays of the free press. The Daily has a 



responsibility to keep the campus informed, 
but the Daily has no responsibility to assist the 
Alouette organization, or any other business, 
in using McGIII students to further dubious 
public relations pursuits. 

The Daily has an advertising policy not to 
print anything that is blatantly racist or sexist. 
Due to civil rights activities of the past twenty 
years advertisers are quite sensitive to racism. 
Sexism, however, both blatant and subtle, Is 
still a major Ingredient in advertising cam- 
paigns. 

The difficulty of defining criteria for sexism 
as well as financial considerations explain the 
presence of many subtly sexist ads in the Daily. 
It appears that advertisers have a limited 
imagination and the result Is that an overly 
large number of ads are to some degree 
exploitative. 

The advertisement for Miss Alouette, how- 
ever, was rejected unanimously by the editorial 
board. It was felt that if the Alouettes wanted to 



hold a beauty contest, that was their business, 
but that the Daily would not be used as a 
vehicle to further use McGIII students. For in 
spite of the fact that the entrants participate 
willingly the Alouettes organization will em- 
ploy them in ways which, in our opinion, tend 
to retard social justice and sexual equality. 

We have no doubt that the Alouettes will find 
other means of reaching their public, nor do we 
delude ourselves into thinking that we strike a 
major blow against the Miss Alouette contest 
In addition we stand to lose a good deal of 
revenue. 

All In all It is fair to say that our victory, if 
such as it is, is Pyrrhic. Consistency In our 
editorial policy, however, In other words basic 
honesty, compels us to reject this advertise- 
ment. Our collective conscience forbids us 
from advertising for a beauty contest in order 
that we can afford to rail out against Injustice.

McGill Daily 
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Highrises to

- Montreal is rapidly disap 
pearlng under the developers' 
gavel. Most studènts are al- 
ready all too aware of this fact 
as they search for an apartment 
at the beginning of the semes- 
ter. 

The city's old residential 
buildings are getting harder 7 
and harder to find as they're 
replaced by lucrative commer- 
cial blocks and high-rise apart- 
ment buildings. It now seems 
that the historic St. Louis com- 
munity around Bout. St. Lau- 
rent is about to become the 
latest addition to the specula- 
tors' list. 

St. Louis Is designated a 
'commercial zone' which, allows 
developers to build with a floor 
ground area ratio similar to that, 
of the high-rise downtown 
strip. In effect, this legally 
allows the construction of mul- 
ti-storey buildings and stores 
which are co'mpletely out of 
character with the Integrated 
nature of the neighbourhood. 

Redevelopment of this sort 
will destroy St. Louis as à 
community. Families will be 
forced to leave as rents are 
pushed up and residential 
buildings demolished, while 
the rents for space In the. new 
commercial blocks will auto- 
matically exclude the local 
small family businesses. This 
will not be just another re- 
housing program to move 
people out of sub-standard pro- 
perty; but another example of 
corporate profit increases at, 
the expense of the local people. 

At present there are some 70 
vacant lots for sale in the area, 
which Illustrates the serious- 
ness of the danger to the 
community. 

St. Louis sustains several 
strong ethnic communities that 
are just becoming aware of the 
risk their environment is in, and 
which certainly do not seem 
predisposed to sitting back and 
watching the developers turn 
their homes into a bleak exten- 
sion of Montreal's concrete 
downtown. 

"Aladin Enterprises" propose 
building a 14 storey shopping 
and industrial complex on a 
site at the corner of St. Laurent 
and Rachel. An excavation per- 
mit has already been granted 
and the starting of construction 
is imminent. 

A few people became aware 
of the situation and organized 
an information stall at the Boul. 
St. Laurent street fair last Au- 
gust 10. This resulted in several 
well-supported meetings of ex- 
isting local community groups. 

With the advice of architects, 
they produced a technical doc- 
ument explaining the situation 
and compiled a list of de- 
mands, which were both pre- 
sented to City Hall on Septem- 
ber 11, The demands are as 
follows:— 

—that the City of Montreal 
temporarily suspend permit 
No. 3099 dated August 28th 
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1975, issued to Aladin Enter- 
prises to construct a commer- 
cial building on the' corner of 
Rachel and St. Laurent streets, 
until the new zoning regula- 
tions for this district have been 
made public, and are approved 
by the City of Montreal after 
consultation with the coalition 
of Quartier St. Louis, 
—that Aladin Enterprises make 
public its plans for the build- 
ings; that the aforesaid com- 
pany consider the problems 
which may threaten local mer- 
chants; and that Company 
make its plans only after con- 
sultation of citizens' represent- 
atives. 

—that the City of Montreal 
approve the definite plans and 
estimates of construction be- 
Issuing permits of excava- 

— that the City of Montreal 
publicize the plans of all similar 



constructions according to 
needs and opinions of the 
citizens of St. Louis, 
—that the City of Montreal 
establish rigid regulations for 
demolition according to the 
needs of the St. Louis commu- 
nity. 

—that the City of Montreal 
work out a plan of development 
for the district in conjunction 
with citizens' representatives in 
St. Louis. 

It remains to be seen what 
will result from the Communi- 
ty's activities; it already may be 
too late to delay or stop the 
construction of the "Aladin" 
building. However, the most 
important thing is that the 
community has been sensitized 
to the dangers it faces while 
realizing that, with organization 
and Information dissemination, 
the community is potentially a 
very powerful force.
